|NEW CONGRESS’ 
FIRST BRIEF DAY 


Opening Formalities Soon 
Dispensed With. 


House Sits Forty Minutes 
and Senate Thirteen. 


Flood of Bills Introduced by 
Representatives. 


“PORK” BRIGADE ON SPOT. 


Washington, Dec. 6.—The Sirty-ftrst 
Congreas convened to-day In its Arat 
regular session. The day's proceedings 
In a great part were of a social nature 
and practically no business was trans¬ 
acted in either the Senate or the House 
of Represen tsttves. 

Brief as was the Senate's thirteen 
minute session It was enlivened by an 
unaucccssful effort on the part of Sen¬ 
ator Bailey, of Texas, to defeat tho pas¬ 
sage of the usual resolution that the 
daily sesslorui begin at noon. Mr. Bailey 
suggested that the Senate convene in¬ 
stead at 2 o'clock and declared he would 
like to see the body hold night ses¬ 
sions in order that Senators might de¬ 
vote the day to individual business. No 
objection was offered when a atm liar 
resolution was Introduced In the House. 

A Joint committee was named by 
both houses to wait upon the President 
and to Inform him that Congress was 
in session and ready foi* any business 
he might wish to lay before it. The 
President's response will constitute hts 
annual message, the reading of which 
will consume practically all of to-mor¬ 
row’s session of the two housea 
The House session continued forty 
minutes, during which W. W. McCredle. 
the new Representative from the Sec¬ 
ond Washington district, who succeeds 
the late Francla W. Cushman, was 
sworn in. The greater part of the ses¬ 
sion was taken up by the rollcalL. 

• • • 

Full Membership Present. 

Although only 341 members responded 
to their names, almost a full member¬ 
ship appeared on the House floor, and 
there were a few among them that did 
not have one or more bills to offer. 
These included one by Representative 
Garner tPa.) for an Investigation by 
Congress of the entire customs service, 
particularly In regard to sugar frauds 
recently brought to light; one by Rep¬ 
resentative Hitchcock (Neb.) for the 
estabUshment of posUl savings banks; 
one by Representative Mann Ull.) for 
Federal suppression of the "white lUive 
trade." and another by Mr. Maan for the, 
free admission of wood pulp. 

Representative Hamilton (Mich.) In¬ 
troduced a bill to grant Statehood to 
New Mexico and Arizona. There were 
the customary crowds in the galleries i 
of the two houses and the usual scones 
attending an opening day of Congress 
were re-enacted on the fioors. The lead- I 
ers of the majority and the minority j 
were there and conversed amiably, ad ! 
of the bitterness engendered by the tar- , 
iff fight of last summer apparently hav¬ 
ing been forgotten, for the time being , 
at least ' 

Resolutions of respect for the memory j 
of Senator Johnson, of North Dakota.' 
and Representatives I^Armond and 
Lassiter, who died during the recess, 
were adopted and os a further mark of 
respect the two houses adjourned until 
noon to-morrow, the Senate at 12:13 and 
the House at 12:40.

Opening Scones. 


As If only on yesterday the 
doors closed upon their actlvKies, 
both hous**8 of Congress at noon 
took up the work of the so-called 
"long session," which may not adjourn 
until w'ell Into the summer. Although 
since the memorable Inauguration day 
last March these same Senators and 
RepresenUtlves have already done five 
months' work In the extra session from 
.March to August -ivhlch brought forth 
the new tariff act. the session begun to¬ 
day Is technically the first of the Sixty- 
first Congress. 

The extra session of the summer af¬ 
forded opportunity for the organization 
of both houses, election of Speaker, ap¬ 
pointment of committees and such mat¬ 
ters of routine, so that both houses 
were free to start to-day with all the 
smoothness of a well-oiled and thor¬ 
oughly attuned machine. 


Speaker la Cheered. 


An animated Fccne presented Itself to 
Speaker Cannon when he appeared In 
tho chair promptly ht noon to-day to 
call to order the House. Tho galleries 
were crowded to the doors long before 
the hour arrived. 

A round of applause greeted the 
Speaker when he entered the chamber 
with his customary red carnation. For 
a moment he stood in his place nerv¬ 
ously fingering the gavel. While the ap¬ 
plause was subsiding the gavel de¬ 
scended with a resounding le.rt-handed 
whack. 

"The House will be in order. The 
chaplain will offer prayer." 

The blind chaplain of the House, the 
Rev. Henr> N. Couden. then offered the 
prayer. The Speaker announced 841 
members had responded to hte rollcall 
and a quorum was present. 

The Senate Committee then an¬ 
nounced that the Senate had appointed 
a committee to wait upon the President. 
Representative Dalzell. of Pennsyl¬ 
vania; Bennett, of New York, and 
Clark, of Missouri, were appointed by 
the Speaker to Join the Senate Commit- 
tee in this embassy. Another commit¬ 
tee was named to wait in like manner 
upon the Senate. 

Representative Jones, of Virginia. In¬ 
formed the House of the death of his 
colleague. Fntncls R. lAssIter and of¬ 
fered a suitable resolution. A almll^ 
resolution was offered by Represent^ 
live Clark, of Mlamurl. announced the 
death of David A. DeArmond. It also 
was agreed to. W. W. Mi^Credle. elect¬ 
ed to succeed the late Francis W. Cush¬ 
man from Washington, was sworn in. 

The House as a further mark of re¬ 
spect to the two members who had died 
dating the recess of Congress, at 12 40 
o’cbHik adjourned until to-morrow.

Washington, Dec, 6,—In omohatlc lan¬ 
guage the. Bupreme Court of the United 
States to-day announced Its determliia. 
tIon not to receive cases on certificate 
from lower courts until they have reach¬ 
ed the proper suge for suoh oertlflca- 
tlon. 

This announcement was made In the 
two Important casea of the Southern 
Pacific and of the Baltimore and Ohio 
Railroad companies against the Inter¬ 
state Commerce Commission, the for¬ 
mer Involving the right of the Commis¬ 
sion to reduce rates and the latter the 
right of railroad companies to diecrlmt- 
nate In the distribution of cars among 
coal mines. 

There was a disagreement In both 
COSOS, In the courts below, and evident 
anxiety to hare the Supreme Court 
take them In hand In advance of 
their determination by the trial courts. 
The higher court however, declined to 
do this, saying through Chief Justice 
Fuller that for It to do so, would be 
equlxiilent to assuming original |uHs- 
dldion.

Washington. Dec. 8.—That the On- 
troller of the Currency Is an agent of 
the Government with ^wor to examine 
Into the affairs of national banks, was 
decided In favor of the Government by 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
to-day in the case of the United States 
va, John A. Corbett and others. 

Corbett was the cashtsr of the First 
Nailbnal Bank of I^dysmlth. Wls.. and 
he and others of the bank were indict¬ 
ed on the charge of making a false en¬ 
try In a report to the Controller, the 
prosecution being under tho statutes, 
w'hich prohibit any effort to deosive a 
bank examiner. The United States Dis¬ 
trict Court for the Western dletrlat of 
Wisconsin, In which court the Indict¬ 
ment was found, dismissed the com¬ 
plaint on the ground that the Controller 
was not an examiner as contemplated 
by the statute. The Supreme Court 
failed to sustain that view. 

Tho court decision was announced by 
Justice White, who said the Controller 
Is an agent of the highest character.

Mr. Scott's bill pro¬ 
vides that It shall be unlawful for any 
person or association to send by tele¬ 
graph or telephone any tncs.-age relat¬ 
ing to a contract for future delivery 
of grain, cotton or other farm products 
without Intending that the products so 
contracted for shall be actuall>' deliv¬ 
ered or received, or relating to a con¬ 
tract whereby a party thereto, or any 
party for whom or In whose b€*hair 
such contract Is made, acquire# the 
right or privilege to demand In 
future their acceptance without being 
thereby obligated to deliver or accept 
the producti or any person whether 
acting Individually or as member, of¬ 
ficer, sgent or employe of any person 
or nssoclstlon. who shall be guilty of 
violating shall be fined In any sum not 
more than $1,000 nor less than 1500 and 
shall be Imprisoned for not more than 
six monthfi or less than one month, and 
the sending or the causing to be sent, 
or the receiving or thr causing to be 
received, of each message shall consti¬ 
tute a separate offense. 

The bill provides that It shall be the 
duty of any person or association send¬ 
ing or rvcolving. by means of a tele¬ 
graph or telephone line, any message 
relating to a contract or the making 
of a contnu’t for the future delivery 
of farm products, to furnish, upon de¬ 
mand to the sender or recipient of a 
message, an afflda\1t that he Is owner 
of the products so being contracted f^r 
and that he has the intention to deliver 
said products, or that the products are 
in the actually course of growth on 
land owned or occupied by him and 
that ho has the Intention to deliver the 
products or that he Is at this time 
legally entitled to the report of future 
possession of the products under and 
by virtue of a contract for the sale and 
future delivery thereof previously made 
by the owner, giving the name of the 
party or the names of the parties to the 
contract, the time w'hen. the place 
where, the contract wras made and tho 
price herein stipulated; and that he has 
the Intention to deliver tho products or 
that he has the bona fide Intention 
producing and MetlverinK the products, 
or that he hah the bona fide intention 
of acquiring and delivering sold prod¬ 
ucts or that he has the bona fide Inten¬ 
tion of recQlvIng and paying for ths 
products.

BOOKS BY NEGROES. 


Investigating Wheat-Growing Foaei- 

bilities of Mason*! Soil. 

Maysvllle. Ky.. Dec. 6.—The attention 
of the National Government has at last 
become imerested In the great wheat¬ 
growing properties of the soil here 
abouts. and has set to work to elimi¬ 
nate the cause of the shortage the past 
few years In that crop In Mason coun¬ 
ty. Herbert Osborn, a representative of 
the United States Department of Agrl 
culture, has been here spending the past 
week investigating the growing wheat 
conditions, with a view of combattiifg 
the various Insects which have been the 
cause of the short crops. 

Mr. Osborn Is of the opinion that the 
insects can be successfully dealt w'ith if 
the wheat growers pay attention to the 
Advice given them, and the necessary 
Ume required each week. He was told 
that the last year's crop was one of the 
best ever produced In this section up 
to within two or three weeks of its 
maturity, but suddenly It failed, and 
the han’eal was way below the aver¬ 
age. ^ 

All these conditions have been care¬ 
fully noted by the Government expert, 
who also gave out that the present 
wheat crop promised an abundant yield 
should there be no Insects or other con¬ 
ditions arise to blight It.

More rigid requirements for admis¬ 
sion. a merit system In the promotion 
of under secretarleA and an opportuni¬ 
ty for properly equipped secretaries to 
become ministers, form the (Cardinal 
points of the plan. Thie Is at once In 
keeping with the spirit of democratic 
Institutions, and well calculated to cre¬ 
ate Incentive within the ranks of the 
corps which will reAect itself In im¬ 
proved work All along the line. 

The haphatard selection of appoin¬ 
tees coupled with a lack of proper op¬ 
portunity to move forward in response 
to application Is sufficient to keep any 
ser\*loe In the lowest possible state of 
efficiency. 

The next step in the right direction 
should be suitable legislation to provide 
foreign embassies and legations with 
quarters owned by the Cnlted States 
Oovemment and In keeping with the 
dignity and Importance of the country 
represented. Demagogic Aapdoodle from 
sources more actively Interested In pro¬ 
moting sclAsh ends than in guarding 
public intereats has been obstructive of 
the movement In the direction of mak¬ 
ing reasonable provisions of this kind. 
It Is not necessary to buy palaces for 
ambassadors, but It is not good busi¬ 
ness for ambassadors, ministers or even 
consular representatives to be so housed 
as to reAect discredit upon their nation. 
And In tpany coses it it penny wisdom 
and pqund foolishness to pay rent in¬ 
stead of owning real estate, to say 
nothing of making it impossible for a 
worthy man of small means, ol* nonA 
property to represent his country In a 
foreign capital. This inhibition upon 
ability and respectable poverty has the 
effect of putting Ih the service some 
rich men who are better equipped to 
escort a duChess to dinner than to ac¬ 
quit themselves creditably as diplo¬ 
mats. There are others, rich enough, 
who both step upon the train of the 
ducheas and fall In the discharge of 
their higher function. The rich we have 
always with us have sometimes a 
disabling unfamlllarlty with the 
customs and usages of good socie¬ 
ty. as well as crass Ignorance of 
the duties and objects of diplomacy. 

There Is an organisation known as 
the American Embassy Association 
which alms at generating Interest In a 
movement tb look after the Interests of 
the foreign representatives. That there 
should be occasion for Its eklstence 
draws attention to the lack of Informa¬ 
tion upon the part of the public which 
has given the demagogue hie oppor¬ 
tunity and stood In the way of needed 
legislation. But since It does exist, 
strength to Its arm and Its arguments! 
In the meantime the Inauguration of a 
merit system—embryonic perhaps, and 
no doubt subject to future changes, yet 
promising ultimate results—should be 
a source of sailsfacilon to the public as 
well as to under secretaries who would 
like to become diplomatists.

It comes as a surprise to the outside 
world that an official In New York 
City, and a Tammany official at that, 
has suggested that hla salary should 
be reduced from 10 to 15 per cent. The 
man who has made so remarkable a 
proposition Is Jacinto Costa, an atalst- 
ant corporation counsel who Is connect¬ 
ed with the bureau of street openings. 
He also ad vocals« a general revision 
downward of salaries and a reduction 
In the city clerical and legal forces 
from 80 to 60 per cent. 

It It a very rare occurrence for an 
officeholder to suggest a reduction of 
hla own or any other officeholder's sal¬ 
ary. It Is to be doubted If there Is any 
previous Instance where a Nsw York 
official has placed himself on record 
as belleiing that he Is being paid more 
than he is earning. The average Tam¬ 
many official takes all he can get and 
rustles for mora Mo would not hesi¬ 
tate a minute to say that his salary 
was too small, but he Wouldn't admit 
under any sort of third-degree process 
that It was too large. 

Mr. Costa has shattered a long- 
established precedent Indeed It la to 
be suspected that he has transgressed 
erne of (he unwritten rules of Tammany 
Hall. It is certain that he has dis¬ 
gusted the eochems and the vrampum- 
bearers of that powerful organisation 
and has subjected himself to 
severe dlsdtpllne—possibly to expulsion.

YIAJRA—A Rose of Shsron bush In 
the east end of town Is putting forth 
buds, and some of them are almost ready 
to burst open. Lettuce Is growing in¬ 
doors. as well a* In hotbeds, and dande¬ 
lions are In full bloom. 

*HAOERSTOW.N—Cherry and appio 
buds art developing, and unless there is 
a sudden change from warm to cold 
weather lo check the growth, next sea- 
•on'a crop of fruit will be a failure. 

OJtEENBBCRa-Old resldenU say 
they never before saw o* many wild 
gevifK) Aylng northward as they have seen 
In the la»t few days. According to the 
’oldest Inhabitant,' thl* presage* an open 
winter." 

It Is a little early to predict the de¬ 
struction of the fruit crop, but thw 
spectacle df cherry and apple buds 
growing corpulent and threatening to 
burst was such an Incentive to proph¬ 
ecy that the Hagertiown correspondent 
couldn't resist * temptation. Thero 
will be many other predictions of the 
annihilation of the fruit crop this win¬ 
ter. They are made every winter, but 
the fruit crop generally manages to 
make a showing. In fact, fruit has as 
many lives as a cat and Invariably sur¬ 
vives a succession of reported killings. 

One swallow does not make a sum¬ 
mer and a few precocious plum blos¬ 
soms do not constitute a fruit crop.

Unfortunate, But Inevitable. 

fFrom Yesterday'* Evening Tlmea) 

In February', 190^. Jeffemon county ' 
completed and dedicated an armory* \ 
costing in all not far fiom 8500.000 
Through tho aid of such publlc-8plrlle<l 
citizens as Henry W. Barrel and oth¬ 
ers, who contributed liberally, the First 
Regiment, for which the armory was 
built, w'as enabled within two years to 
complete its furnishing at a cost not 
far from 115.000. Tho armory to-day 
Is easily the most complete, as It Is 
til* largest, in tho South. It it the 
liberal support of the cltlxens and com¬ 
mercial organizations of Louisville that 
ma<lo this desirable achievement a 
reality. Under tho Dick law', the State 
of Kentucky receives from the Federal 
Governmoni each year a sum amount¬ 
ing in round numbers to 1100,000 for 
the maintenance of Its organized mili¬ 
tia. The State appropriation for this 
purpose Is 120.000 a year. Of tho three 
reglmenta composing the organized 
mlUtla of Kentucky, the First, of 
Louisville. Is tho only one to enjoy the 
advantages of concentration and the 
use of its own armory, with a popu¬ 
lation of almost 800.000 from which to 
draw its aggregate strength of officers 
and enlisted men. With material ad¬ 
vantages the First Regiment is well 
supplied. 

'The Dick law requires that regi¬ 
mental organizations, in order to con¬ 
tinue to receive their quota from tho 
Oovornment. must have a minimum 
strength of twelve companies, with Afly- 
elght enlisted men to each company, a 
band of twenty-eight enlisted men and 
a noncommissioned staff of eight. This 
number of enlisted men, together with a 
full complement of officers, brings tho 
required aggregate close lo tho 800 
mark. Tho time limit Axed by the Gov¬ 
ernment for compliance with this de¬ 
mand. In addition to the requirement 
that the regimental organization shall 
bo armed, uniformed and equipped In 
conformity to the standard Axed for tho 
regular army. Is January. 1910. 

Judging from the Interviews given 
out within the past few days by some 
of tho preseni officers of the First Ken¬ 
tucky, by tho fact that It Is necessary 
to send out armed details to secure tho 
attendance of meA at drills and ordered 
InspocUons; b>' the use of the armory as 
a substitute for the county Jail; by the 
refusal before trial lo grant ball to ar¬ 
rested men until compelled to do so by 
the courts, and by the further fact that 
appeal has been taken to the civil courts 
to determine the right of military au 
thorlty so exorcised. It seems open to 
doubt whether the regiment. In the time 
remaining before the Inspection. w'lU be 
able to restore Its morale and 
strengthen Its personnel to the point 
necessary to make a showing with 
which the Government will bo satlsAed. 
Failure will result in Louisville's hav 
Ing a magnlAcent armory and no regi¬ 
ment, a condition to bo deplored. 

It is unfortunate that conAlct of oplh 
Ion between civil and military au¬ 
thority should have reached a crisis vir¬ 
tually on the eve of this inspection. 

It wls Inevitable, however, that this 
conAiot of opinion should sooner or later 
come to a head. 

Some mooths ago 90 per cent, of 
those who were then officers of the 
regiment resigned following the con¬ 
tinued refusal of the Adjutant Gen¬ 
eral’s Department to grant to the men 
the right to elect their officers as pro¬ 
vided under the Slate Guard law, and 
to officers who chanced lo have in¬ 
curred tho disfavor of the deportment 
the right to be heard in their own de¬ 
fense befora being cashiered, a right 
given under the articles of w'ar fthd 
speclAoftlly by a Circuit Judge 

of Jefferson county In a cose iM'ought 
to him (or Justice after all appeals to 
the military authority at Frankfort had 
failed. The Adjutant General, It will 
be recalled. Is now under Indictment 
for a personal assault on the editor of 
a weekly publication which criticised 
his position og these questions. The 
use. w'lthln the past few days, of the 
armory as a fall, with the accompany¬ 
ing refusal of the officers of the regi¬ 
ment to permit the release on ball of 
men arrested and conAnod there for 
nonattendance at drills, w'ould seem to 
Indicate that there Is need. If the regi¬ 
ment in Louisville or the State Guard 
of Kentucky is ever to conform to gov¬ 
ernmental requirements, that the quesr 
lion whether tho officers and men who 
enlist in those organizations thereby 
surrender their legal rights, should be 
settled dcAnltely and permanently. Un¬ 
til It Is, the Work of recruiting and 
maintaining a regiment In Louisville 
will continue to present dfflcUltles hard 
to overcome. Th* ser\'lee Is voluntary; 
It Is performed, without pa>', by officers 
and men always at a personal sacrl- 
Ace of lime and In the majority nf In¬ 
stances at personal expense. It Is im¬ 
perative, therefore, that the authority 
exercised by superior officers should bo 
legal and just.

poorly equlpfied to deal Informlngly with 
the theme that delighted her. 

The story In dramatised form Is clipped 
of about all that made Its substance In 
the book. The plot Is slightly changed In 
that tha King conl^sses. In midstage, his 
Impotency, and requests hi* wife to get 
him *n heir somehow. Leaving out about 
nil of the putrescence which made the 
book a best-seller, and being unable to 
eitroinate the stupidity, Mrs. Glyn hoi 
made a thoroughly innocuous three-act 
pisy in which there Is discoverable no 
redeeming feature except that the ecen- 
ery 1* not bad. If It teaches a lesson, 
that leanon Is that Mrs. Glyn Is not a 
dramatist.

A character to conceived os Is the one 
of Annie Jeffries. In Charles Klein's 'The 
Third Degree," which opened a week’s 
engagement at Macauley'e last evening, 
and two Intensely compelling scents, 
which the author ha* Incorporated In his 
drama, are sufficient to make the play 
whose frame I* a skeleton of well-known 
situation* of melodramatic Inclination*, 
stand out with inie lifelike Adellty and 
force. It effaces from the audience any 
desire to taboo its climaxes a* tricks of 
theatrical manipulation. There are two 
reasons tor ihla First, because of en 
unsympathetic feeling toward grafting po¬ 
lice official*, arising from a tradition re¬ 
garding the Inhuman ireatraent inAlcted 
by them toward their prisoner*, and, sec¬ 
ond, because of th* wife, Annie Jeffries. 
A* played by Helen Ware, this one Char- 
acter of a woman, lowly bom, yet high 
in nobility of character and loyalty to her 
husband. Is a decidedly human Agure. and 
draws ail th* attention, sympathy and re¬ 
spect. 

Comparing The Third Degree with Mr 
Klein's much talked-of "The Lion and 
The Mouie." one Ands some of the same 
traits dominant in It a* sre »o noticeable 
in the former tucce**; namely, gruil de¬ 
pendence pul upon an exceedingly well- 
drawn character, different only m that 
one Is a woman Ineteod of a mole ruler In 
the Ananclal world. The two main scenoi 
In the play, one over a oonfcoslin, the 
other where a wife pleads a»*!stance from 
a celebrated consUullonsI Izwyar. sod 
aucceede In obtaining hi* promise lo de¬ 
fend hrr Innocent husbend. who has l^en 
accused of murder, are equal If not 
stronger than the denunciation frene In 
"The BUndsrd Oil Drama." The one 
between the lawyer and the wife i* per¬ 
haps the more intense of the two. owing 
to the continual Impression of dread felt 
over the barrister's hesitancy n Uking 
up the cose. 

The story I* one of absorbing Interest. 
Annie Jeffrie* ha* married a youth of a 
family trhos* pzrcnUl head fefu*e* to 
accept her a* a daughter-ln-Uw, and with 
the refusal dUowns her husband. The 
husband. Howard Jeffries. Jr., And* it 
rather dlfflcull to •upporl U»i* wife, who 
WM before marriage, employed as a 
waltres* in a rtestaurani, and so-under 
ttie inAueeice of liquor he goes lo the 
apartment* of Robert Underwood, a bach- 
elor who I* a curie commissioner. The 
object of hi* vUlt I* to borrow a lufll- 
oi^t sum to keep them until he con 
gel on his feet Underwood is in the 
same plight Ananclally a* Jeffries and 
cannot aid him. The young benedict eon. 
tinue* drinking until he Is maudlin, and 
when soroeon* come* to th© room to see 
Underwood he hide* young Jeffries, who 
Is lying fast asleep on a couch behind a 
scroen. The visitor Is Jeffries' step¬ 
mother, who ha* come to Undenwood In 
answer’ to a note he had written her. in 
which he threatened lo take his life |( 
She did not continue to be his friend. 
Mr*. Jeffries, who ha* IlsUned to decla¬ 
rations of love from Underwood, thinks 
he has not the courage to kill himself 
and leave* without any promise that h« 
will not do so. Underwood then goes intd 
an adjoining room and takea hie life. 
When the alarm Is given the only person 
near the body I* young Jeffries, who ws* 
seen trying to make hi* escape from the 
house. Capt. Clinton, who think* he ha* 
caught a murderer, I* so proud of hi* 
record of one acquittal to a hundred pro*. 
ei'Ution*, force* the Innocent man. after 
seven hours of unrelenting croso-questlon. 
ing. to confess to a statement dictated 
by the captain of police, that he killed 
Robert Underwood, who when he gets It 
out of him. pcfDplringly remarks: "Gee! 
He was a tough one." 

Here 1* where one of the mechanical 
tricks of melodrama springs Into the form 
of a gleaming revolver, which (he police 
official force* into the vision of young 
Jeffries after he has Imoome mentally ex¬ 
hausted.

FORMER DEPUTY 

SHERIFF PASSES AWAY. 


Charles C. Bauer, Victim of Pul¬ 
monary Trouble, Served Under 
Bell and Bullitt. ' 


At a meeUua Monday of railroad 
men and local business authorities, at* 
flttated with the Traffic and Tranepor- 
tatlon Association of EouiSTtUe, a new 
oraanitation formed here recently, the 
subject of obtalnlnc a faster train 
service between Louisville and New 
York will be discussed. The confer¬ 
ence will be held in the newly estab¬ 
lished headQuarters of the organisation 
at 128 South Fourth avenue, and If Is 
expected that between seventy-five and 
one hundred persons will be present. 

The moetlna was called by Presl* 
dent James B. Ford yesterday at tho 
suggestion of a number of shippers 
and railroad men wno are deeply in- 
tere^ted in a movement started here 
some days ago to get a noon train 
from Louisville to Cincinnati via the 
Loulsv*llte and Nashville road. This 
move was originated by a business man 
and Was taken up by the trans|>oitn- 
tion committee of the Louisville Com¬ 
mercial Club. 

According to an ofllclal of the Louis¬ 
ville and Nashville, a noon train to 
Cincinnati via the Louisville and Nash¬ 
ville la out of the question. He ex¬ 
plained that the train leaving here at 
1:1& p. m. is a through train, with the 
Initial point at Nashville. In order to 
get the train out bf Louisville by noon 
It will have 16 leave Nashville an hour 
earlier than It does now. which would 
.make It of little value to the business 
Interf-sts In Tennessee. 

The troln with which connection 
would be made at Cincinnati Is part 
of the elghtcen-hour train from Chl-

To Prevent Blvcr Pollution. 

Dr. J K. Hurty, secretary of the In¬ 
diana Stale Board of Health, Is prepar¬ 
ing a report for Gov. Marshall which 
will be submitted to the next Legisla¬ 
ture with thf recommendation that a 
bill be passed to prevent the further pol 
lutlon of the Ohio River. The matter 
Is of the gravest Importance to the pco 
pie of New Albany. Indiana now ha* 
a law making It unlawful to run sew¬ 
age or other offal Into streams within 
the State, but there is no law forbidding 
the cities along the Ohio running their 
sewage Into the Ohio. Five States—In¬ 
diana, Ohio, Pennsylvania, West Vir¬ 
ginia and Kentucky—are expected to 
pass n uniform law to prevent the fur¬ 
ther pollution of the Ohio, and to pro¬ 
vide for the disposal of sew’age In some 
other way and fqr the establishment of 
water purification plants at all Impor¬ 
tant river cities. 

New Albany Is an offender against 
Its own waterworks In this particular. 
The waterworks pumping station Is lo¬ 
cated below tho city, yet some of the 
small sewers run Into the Ohio above 
the city instead of below thn ststlon. 
Beside this the sewsge from Jefferson¬ 
ville and Louisville Is emptied Into the 
river, and at times when the river Is 
low Is apt to contaminate the water 
with Impurities, All <»f this will be 
overcome If the plans of Secretary 
Hurty and the Indiana State Board of 
Health are carried Into effeoi at the 
next session of the Legislature 

Secretary McCormack, of the Ken¬ 
tucky State Board of Health ha* prom¬ 
ised to co-operate with the Indiana au¬ 
thorities to bring ab<mt this reform, and 
a committee of two from each of the 
other States named has been appointed 
to draft a uniform law which tho Legis¬ 
latures of the Avo States will be askmi 
to adopt. A* early as 1676 Prof. Shaler, 
then State Oeo!ogl*t of Kentucky, wrote 
an article for the Courier-Journal In 
which he said that the Stales would 
sooner or later be compelled to pass 
laws for Ihe prevention of the pollution 
or streams If the.public health was to 
be preserved.

PROF. MARK’S SUGGESTIONS. 


An opinion In the hands of Dr. I. N. 
Bloom from How’ard Lee, attorney for 
the School Br>ard. resulted In a recon¬ 
sideration of the vote which gave part 
of the contract for the erection of the 
new school building on Broadway, near 
Barret avenue, to Rommel Brothers a.i 
the meeting of the trusteex last night. 
\\Tien the contract was let Dr. Bloom 
fought the action single-handed and 
alono. Last night he swung them all 
Into his way o( thinking, with the aid 
of the legal opinion from the School 
Board's attorney. 

After the vote had been reconsidered 
a motion was .carried to readvertlse 
for bids in lump and In detail. There 
was no dissenting vote. In his opinion, 
Mr. Lee said, the contract hud been Il¬ 
legally awarded. He added that the 
attorneys for Rommel Brothers had 
called upon him concerning the con- 
tracL They told him that they did 
not deolre the contract If the vote was 
not unanimoua They did not desire 
to^ encourage a suit over Its legality. 
When Rommel Brothers turned down 
the contract, they were the second firm 
to leave the job alone. Bailey A Koer- 
ncr turned down a part of it at a for¬ 
mer meeting. There wasn’t any scrap¬ 
ping or trouble over the action. Two 
flrnis had turned the Illegal contract 
do\(m. There seemed to be no one 
else who wanted It. 

"We Tiave wasted five weeks, and we 
ore just TV here we started," was tht- 
comment of Dr. Bloom after ho had 
whipped a mojority of the board Into 
taking the course they had fought so 
strenuously. 

• • • • 

First Hatioxial Bank Depository. 

By the adoption of a resolution of¬ 
fered by the finance committee the First 
National Bank was designated as the 
depository for the School Bodrd’s funds 
/or the next year. This bank was 
chosen by the narrow margin of one 
vote. Dr. O. B. Haack waa the only 
Republican trustee supporting the 
change. 

’This change' Is about to be forced 
through the board." said Dr. Bloom, "as 
a political meusure. The selection of 
this bank as the depository Is poUllcal 
favoritism. The money should be in 
three bknks. Then the School Board 
would have the proper protection." 

"The public should know why this 
change Is being made," said Mr, Var- 
ble. 

This Is the reason," said Trustee 
James W. Ramsey: "The First Na¬ 
tional Bank offers tho highest rate of 
Interest of any of the banks, 8H f^er 
cent, on daily balances. It secures the 
board’s dep>>8lt with municipal bonds 
and a corporate surely. The board Is 
accepting the beat business proposi¬ 
tion." 

Three la a little enough number of 
banks for the School Board's funds." 
argued Dr. J. Hunter Peake. "I do not 
believe that the rale of Interest Is large 
enough to justify the change." 

TWs bank ts in a sound financial 
condition," asserted Dr. Haack, as he 
cast his vote for the change. "Maln- 
slrr»et men tell me the money will be 
perfectly safe there." The vote stood 
eight to five. Eight votes Is a bare ma¬ 
jority of the board, and was necessary 
for the change. Dr. Haack said the city 
saved 13.000 by placing the money In 
the First National Bank.

Washington. Dec. 6.—^Tbat there haa 
been a careful scnitlnKy of the esti¬ 
mates of approptiifllons for the fiscal 
year ending June 80, 19U. Is shown 
by the figures submitted to the House 
of Representatives to-day by .Secretary 
of the Treasury MaeVeagh. The grand 
tot'll of estimates for 1811 is 1732.288,- 
075. which Is 1108.370.808 less than the 
appropriations for the current fiscal 
year and 1133,066,498 under the esti¬ 
mates submitted a year ago for 1910. 
A general cut has been made wher¬ 
ever possible, and new work aulborixed 
only where regarded as absolutely 
necessary. 

Heretofore it has been the practice 
of the departmental officers to **pad” the 
estimates wrlth the expectation that the 
amounts would be materially reduced 
before being finally passed by Con¬ 
gress. As soon as President *raft came 
Into office, he directed that this prac¬ 
tice be discontinued, and gave notice 
to the memtters of his Cabinet that l^n 
the future all estimates roust be sub¬ 
mitted on the basis of the actual needs 
and requirements of the service. 

The result Is, the officials say, that 
the flgurea submitted to-day are down 
to bedrock, and will bear the closest ex¬ 
amination by the appropriation oom- 
mlttecs of both Houses of Congress. 
The departure, they add, will reduce 
materially the actual work of the ap¬ 
propriation committees.

Washington. Dec. 6.—With groat se¬ 
riousness the Democratic members of 
the Senate met In caucus to-day to 
elect a successor to Senator Culber¬ 
son. who has determined to resign as 
chairman of the caucus because of ill 
health. 

A tentative programme had been ar¬ 
ranged by which Mr. Money, rice chair¬ 
man, was to be elevated to the leader¬ 
ship and was to decline because of dis¬ 
inclination to take upon himself such 
duties because of 111 health. Senator 
Bacon was then to be elected as chair¬ 
man. With this programme agreed 
upon Senator Culberson’s letter was 
read to the assemblage and then It 
was discovered that he had not re¬ 
signed the chairmanship, but had mere¬ 
ly stated his purpose of so doing. 

Immediately all the well-laid plans 
of the statesmen were upset and fur¬ 
ther action was postponed until defi¬ 
nite action la taken by the Texas Sen¬ 
ator. The caucus el€>cted Thomas W. 
Keller, of West Virginia, assistant 
doorkeeper, which position is equiva¬ 
lent to a Democratic repreeentative of 
the Sergeant-at-Arros on the floor of 
tho Senate. Mr. Keller has been In 
the employ of the Sonato for thirty 
years.

No Potaah Duties. 


Washington, Dec. Tnfonmatloo 

has reached this Government that the 
French Chamber qf Deputies has modi¬ 
fied Its action in recommending a 
maximum duty of 16 francs, with a 
minimum of 12 francs per 230 pounds 
of cottonseed oil, the present rate for 
which Is 6 francs. An exception Is made 
In the case of oil used for making soap

The rules adopted by the health 
authorities, while they are sweeping as 
to sanitation, yet they can be easily 
complied with, so the aathorities, and 
even the bakers say. T^c burden of 
the rules Is as to cleanliness and it 
ynakes it imperative on all Itakem to 
conduct their plants in accordance with 
the rules. Dr. W. Ed Grant. City 
Health Offleer, and Dr. B. W. Smock. 
Oounty Health Officer, were present at 
the meeting, and Dr. Grant stated that 
he would do his best to co-operate in 
enforcing the new rules by having ordi¬ 
nances passed making the rules a city 
law. The health authorities have been 
working on the rules for several months 
and have examined most of the laws 
regulating public hakeiiea

Bakers Agree. 


A committee from the Master Bakers' 
Association met with the pure food 
authorities a month ago and went over 
the regulations as adopted last night, 
and In a statement they urge all bak¬ 
ers to asslHt in enforcing the new rules. 
The committee of Master Bakers con¬ 
sisted of John Reinhardt, J. Heitxmann. 
Henry* Bochman, Jr., Charles .Mann, 
Fred Hlld. Jacob Nili, Nick Braun and 
Walter Scheppleman. This commilteo 
atated to the authorities that they be¬ 
lieved the regulations are reasonable 
and necessary to the sale of pure and 
wholesome bread. 

Miss Lillie N. Breed, chairman of the 
Food Sanitation Committee of the Ken¬ 
tucky Federation of Women's Clubs, 
says that she thinks the regulations as 
Adopted are necessary for the sale of 
pure bread and other products and she 
urges ail the women's efubs over the 
State to assist in the enforcement of 
the rules and a system of inspection 
which will Insure pure and wholesome 
bread products.

Clean Buildlnga. 


Every building, room or other place oc¬ 
cupied or used as a bakery, tliat is for 
the production, preparation, storage or 
display of bread, cakes, pies and other 
bakery producu Intended for sale, sha'l 
be dean, properly lighted, drained, plumb¬ 
ed and ventilated. Bakeries ehail be con¬ 
ducted with strict regard to the influence 
of stich conditions upon the health of the 
operator, empioyeii. clerks or bther per¬ 
sons therein employed, and wholesomeneas 
of the food therein produced, kept, han¬ 
dled or sold. Every such bakery shall 
be provided with adequate plumbing and 
drainage faclltttes. Including suitable 
wash sinks and water closets. 
No water closet .shall be entered 
from or shall be In direct communication 
with the rooms in which the bakery prod- 
iicts are handled All such sinks and 
closets shall he kept In a clean and aani- 
tar>* condition.

Gen. Burlow, of this State, this 
afternoon, granted permission, at the 
request of the Ohio military authorities, 
for Ohio troops lo travel on the West 
Virginia side when convenient In go¬ 
ing to and from Bridgeport. 

Sheriff Clemens, of Ohio county, 
wired Gov. Olasacock from Wheeling 
late to-night that all was quiet on the 
West Virginia side and that there was 
no danger of an outbreak, as feared by 
Gov. Harmon, of Ohio. 

Half of Soldieni Leave. 

Bridgeport, O., Dec. S.—Orders 
reached here to-night for the removal 
of naif of the militia from the strike 
zone. Six bundred soldiers will leave 
for their home>«, leaving that number to 
guard the property of the tinplate com- 
pwiy. 

The day passed off without a sign 
of disorder among the strikers and

Will- 
son is going to make an Investigation 
Into the reasons back of the resigna¬ 
tion. Mrs. Callahan has refused to 
talk for publication, but it is said that 
she will have some statements to make 
to tho boqrd or the Governor when 
called upon to do so. The board of 
control held a meeting thl# morning at 
the Institute, but Col. Scott said the 
only thing considered by the board was 
routine work such as fixing the Insur 
ance policies on the various State 
buildings. 

Mrs. Chtllahan has been able and ef¬ 
ficient, board says, and she is well 
known W Frankfort as a capable wom¬ 
an. She and Dr. Healey did not gfH 
along well together and there was con¬ 
stant fridtion. Dr. Healey said of the 
resignation: 

"Mra Callahan has been doing mos< of 
tho work up hero for tho last nine 
>*ears, and when I came and took some 
of the work from her she resented it 
and called It depriving her of authority. 
That is all that is tho matter with 
her."

WRIT OF CERTIORARI 
GRANTED TO GOMPERS 


fiUPEEKE OOUET TO HEAB NOT¬ 
ED CONTEMPT CASK 


Washington, Dec. 6 .—The Supreme 
Court of the United States to-day 
granted the pstRlon for a writ of cer¬ 
tiorari in the contempt cases of Samuel 
Gompers, Frank Morrison and John 
Mitchell, officers of ihd Amortcan Fed¬ 
eration of Labor. 

The effect of the decision will be to 
bring the entire record in the Buck's 
stove and range case against these 
men to the Supreme Court for review. 

Before the Supreme Court to-morrow* 
attorneys for the American FederatJon 
of Labor will ask to have dismissed the 
original antl-boycou injunction Issued 
by Judge Gould in the now famous ca*e 
! Samuel Qoiripers. John Mitchell and 
Frank Morrison, the offieers of the Fed¬ 
eration who are now under a contempt 
of court sentence for violating the In¬ 
junction. are also parties to the ap¬ 
peal. 

This move, In short, puts It up to the 
Supreme Court of the United States to 
decide if the American Federation of 
Labor’s boycott of the Buck’s Stove and 
Range Company In Its official organ. 
The Fedcralfonl»t. was a lawful pro¬ 
cedure. The Court of Appeals of the 
District of Columbia has held that it 
was not, and with some modifications 
has sustained Judge Gould's Injunction. 

The Buck's Stove and Range Com¬ 
pany haa already filed an ap|>eal to the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
against the modifications, claiming the 
original Injunction hgs b«©n so altered 
as to be practically of no use for the 
purpose for which It was sought The 
American Federation of Labor now, in 
Its appeal, will argue that no injunction 
should have been issued in the first 
court and asks for a complete dismis¬ 
sal. In legal parlance this is called a 
crocs appeal.

GOES TO WASHINGTON 


CREEL TO PRESENT MEXICO’S 
VIEWS TO KNOX. 


Oflkiala Uncommunicative, But Viait 
Concema Situation In 
Nicarag:ua. 


Mexico City, Dtic. 8 .— Enrique C. 
Creel, formerly Mexican ambaseador 
to the United Statea and now Governor 
of Chihuahua, will leave Mexico CKy 
lo-morrow night for Washington^ 
where he goes on a sfieciaJ mission for 
tho Mexican Government in regard to 
Ontral American affairs. This fact 
was admitted by ofllclals at the for¬ 
eign offlco hero to-night. 'There Is no 
doubt but that Mr. Creel g«)e# on an 
errand directly connected with the Nic¬ 
araguan situation. 

It Is known in Mexico City that the 
Mexican Government has received a 
reply to the letter sent by foreign Mln- 
imer Marlscal to the United States 
Government In which ho outlined a 
plan for the peaceful settlement of tho 
Nicaraguan problem, but tho foreign 
office refuoea to d4vulge Its contonts, 
as It did In reference to the Marlscal 
note.

MABJNES OFF FOE PANAMA 

Abandon Prairie and Depart On the 
Transport Dixie. 

Philadelphia. Dec. 8 .— The tronspoct 
Dixie, with the 700 marine# and all the 
equipment transferred from the strand¬ 
ed transport Prairie, passed out to sea 
early to-day on her way to Central 
America. 

Admiral Kimball and ihr marines, who 
are bound for Colon and may possibly 
be sent lo Niearagua. are three day# 
behind the ochedule set by the Navy 
D©)^rtment. 

The failure of the Prairie to float off 
the mud flats of Pea Patch Island In 
the Delaware rlvcr Saturday night 
prompted the Navy Department to or¬ 
der the Dixie to go instead of the 
Prairie. The Dixie arrived alongside 
the grounded transport yesterday nf- 
temoon, and with the asslslaiice of th^ 
marines, the crews of the transports and 
half a dozen tugs, the transfer of thr 
Pialrie’s cargo of equipment was 
quickly effected. 

The work moved so rapidly that the 
Dixie was read>' to sail shortly after 
sundown, and proceeded down the river 
at 8:10 o'clock p. m. The Dixie had 
the tide with her. and passed out to sea 
at 1:30 o*iU»ck this morning. 

Another unsuccensful effort was made 
to float the Prairie at flood tide early 
to-ds>*. It is probable she will have to 
be dredged oui by a euclion dredge.

Hesitation and constraint made themselves 
felt In the stoat speculation again tb-day. fol¬ 
lowing Ih# volatile movement of BaiurUay. 
Bsplknatlun of tile action of the market was 
somewhat obscure It was sospacted that a 
proccas of distribution of stocks under cover 
might be going on for account of soma of tha 
muet Important financial interests. Opinion 
on this point was ootixnsrd by tba appoaramw 
of almost equally Important operations In ap¬ 
pearance on both sides of ths market. That 
the afipearanoe of things eras doslgaedly con¬ 
fused was taken for granted and the abundant 
resources that were displayed In ths work of 
forming this appsamnes mads the emailsr fol¬ 
lowing of habitual iradera vary wary In ex¬ 
tending their operations. 

The dullnsss into which tba market fell 
from lima to lime was due partly to large 
raducliuns of the outstanding slwrt interest by 
the covering operations rrspoiietbN for ths 
buoyant rlss in prices Saturday. Tb4 actual 
asevmbllng of Congress although ths da)*‘B 
lion was perfunctory, bad Its usual re¬ 
straining effem «n ths tpecoiAtlvo splrlti 
U was understood at ths outset that the 
Pissldsnt’s messag« would not be presented 
and the stock market tellsved Itself to be ac¬ 
curately Informed on Om contants of that doc¬ 
ument. Tha soothing^affect of that supposed 
knowledge wss eomewliat Impaired by an Inti¬ 
mation that It was to ba followed at an early 
dale by other special meesages devoted more 
exclusively to lha topics Ifi which tha stuck 
market takes a particular interest. There was 
not so much oonfidencs in want might be tha 
conUnte oX these still unwritten massages. 

Another sudden dfop in Amerloan BUgar 
showing lack of support for that stock was re- 
gurdad as suggestive and balpsd to prompt 
a sailing movement of wider Scope. At lha 
same time, there was an aggressive demand 
fur other particular staoks, which hod a neu- 
truilslng effect and kept the marksi Irregular 
and unsettled. Balm of Rock Island preferred 
at 80 made a new record fur that stock, dua 
to mlteratod reports that It would go on 
a 6 t>ef canL basis. 

Tha qiMStluu of wuge rrmdiuatments amongst 
railroad emiduyes was dUMrussed. hut without 
greatly disturbing rffoct. notwithstanding ths 
published reports of b4w demands and threats 
of a spread of the switchmen's strike. The 
feeling is dua In part to the asSuropilon that 
railroad managers sMnd ready to mska conces 
alons to demands for tncraasrd wages, such as 
gives hope of compromUa without oualJy inttr- 
fereiKo with truffic. 

Tha high cost of living Is given as Indi 
oaiiun of a likelihood that higher wages may 
be conceded. aKfiough it to pointed out mat 
reduoUune were out niaue In the late period of 
dvpreesion. In tna present Instance, there is 
an obvious hops Uiai higher wag<« and higher 
freight rates may aoro« hand in band. I'ne 
irmrvqulluy with which tbs market views ths 
subjevi to partly dus to this opinion. 

'Ihere Were trwnsfere of currency again to 
San Francisco and foreign esenange rates held 
at a figuie whsra more gold was engaged fur 
bouib America.

CAMPAIGN COMMITTEE NAMED 


What promises to be one of tbs larg 
est telephone movements In Kentucky 
wis launched yesterday afternoon at 
the annual convention of the Kentucky 
Independent Telepnone Association at 
the Ualt House. Between forty and 
fitly prominent men representing near¬ 
ly every Independent line In the State 
voted favorably on a proposition to 
merge the Independent telepnone com¬ 
panies of the State Into one big com¬ 
pany. According to Frank G. Huge, 
of Hopkinsville, about one hundred 
companies will be merged, representing 
more than 11,000,000 capital. The mat¬ 
ter was left In the hands of a campahfii 
committee composed of P. 8. Pogue, 
of Louisville; M. 8. Taylor, Lexington; 
H. D. French, Lagrange; Judge W, J 
Thomas, Shelbyvllle. and F. G. Hoge, 
of Hopkinsville. 

This step of the Independents Is the 
outgrowth of a claim made some time 
ago that the larger telephone companies 
said to be In the trust were slowly but 
surely crowding the smaller companies 
oat of the business. That they ahr" 
fall In working a great hardship on the 
independent companies operating In 
Kentucky Is the determination of those 
who attended |^e meeting.

Active Canvass. 


Those In attendance at the meeting 
have had the consolidation proHot un¬ 
der consideration for some lime and 
they will begin an active canvass of the 
State to get those companies In line 
that have not already Indorsed the plan. 
The campaign committee wrill lay the 
question before the directors and of¬ 
ficers of the various companies outside 
the fold. Their principal argument In 
favor of the big merger will be that the 
independent Interests will be without 
protection If they continue divided 
much longer. 

Fnuik Q. Hoge, who presided over the 
meeting, expresees much confidence In 
the new telephone movement. He say» 
that he Is satisfied the companies in 
every section of the State will give the 
project their sump of approval. He 
expects a report from the campaign 
conimlttee, beating the news of suc¬ 
cess, inslds of six months.

Paul Jones Suits Finished. 

When Judge Samuel B. Kirby yester¬ 
day overruled moat of the exceptions to 
the report of the commissioner on the 
suit of several of the sub-contrsetors 
on the Paul Jones building against the 
Jefferson Realty Company and Herman 
Probst, of Nl;w York, Its chief con¬ 
tractor, he wound up the litigation that 
grew out of the concAructlon of lbs 
building, so far as this court Is con 
cerned. The case Involved something 
upwards of 830,000. Grainger A Com 
pany, and perhaps a dozen other sub¬ 
contractors under Probst, sued, seeking 
to rsctwer what they said he held out 
on them for one cause or another. 
These plaintiffs narrowed down to five 
or six and most of them were favored 
In the report of the commissioner. 

Probst filed counter-claims to each of 
the suits and the controversies were 
over the offsets asserted by him. The 
commissioner went against Probst In 
the main, although in some particulars 
he found for the chief contractor. The 
Grainger claim was something like 
118.000. J. F. Wagner A Sons bad 
claim for IS.000. John Dlebold A Sons 
asked 12,600. Monohan Brothers of 
Chicago wanted 16.000. The Dlebold 
claim and the claim of M. C. Vandiver, 
another plaintiff, were settled and the 
commLssloner effected a part adjust¬ 
ment as to the Monohan claim. Judge 
Kirby complimented the commissioner, 
saying that the report was so full and 
circumstantial that he had not needed 
to prepare an opinion. The record in 
the case was volumlnoua 


In the two magisterial contest cases 
that of Louis H. Gitberi against H.

maintains. The magistrates In Louis¬ 
ville were under the opinion that the 
law had not been changed and sUll 
think to. They assert that It was never 
the Intention of the Legislature to 
change the "of to "or," and for that 
reason have never collected the addi¬ 
tional 60 cents.
